Since Cleveland was seated iu the 


White House the second time the ad- 
vocates of free coinage repeatedly as- 
serted that there was no difference be- 
tweon his policy and that of the Re- 
publicans, except in tariff schedules, 
and recent developments prove that he 
did not differ on that point to any 
greater extent .with the Republicans 
than the Republicans do with enoh 
other. 
When the Bullion Purchase 


Act was repealed at the special session 
of Congress convened by President 
Cleveland in 1893 it .was done by the 
votes of the gold Democrats and gold 
Republicans. The President's veto of 
the Bland seigniorage bill was sus- 
tained by the gold men of both parties, 
who'did not hesitate to form a third 
party to prevent an increase in the 
volume of money by sustaining the 
veto of the bill. 


Now President McKinley is carrying 


the financial policy of Harrisoa'a and 
Cleveland's Administrations into ef- 
fect. Though there is abundance of 
silver bullion stored in the Treasury 
and the laws authorize its coinage into 
standard dollars for the redemption of 
Treasury notes and greenbacks, gold 
is invariably paid out for that purpose 
under McKinley, as it was under Mr, 
Cleveland. 


The Presidential election in 1896 was 


fought on the financial question, and 
though Congress has been in session 
over two months not a bill has been in- 
troduced in either House to change the 
policy of Mr. Cleveland. To prevent 
any discussion of the monetary ques 
tion the Speaker of the House refuses, 4 
to appoint committees and the House 
meets only twine a week and then 
frequently without a quorum. 
The 


Republicans in the House and. the Rs 
publicans in the Senate differ as much 
on the tariff as either do from Mr, 
Cleveland's idea of a tariff, and Mr 
T)ingley says one of the principal ob- 
jects of his bill is to create a surplus in 
the Treasury so that greenbacks get 
ting into the hands of the Secretary 
shall not be reissued. The foreign'de 
mand for gold must be supplied by the 
Government, though bonds nave to be 
issued to furnish it, and greenbacks 
are to be -withdrawn from circulation 
just

Cleveland saggestbd, the
